(6) Escape and Evasion review: (if applicable) 0:10 


b. Both primary and alternate|^^Jnlssion pilots will attend the 25X1 C 
formal mission briefing. Tn^^will preclude the requirement for 
a second briefing in the event of a late pilot change.
